A meeting of the Republican voters of

The meeting was called to order about 8 


o'clock by Mr. George A. Shoemaker, -who 
stated the object of the meeting and placed 
in nomination Mr. Benjamin J. Taylor as 
President. 
No other nominations being 


made Mr. Taylor was unanimously chosen. 
Messrs. Leo Laudreth and John C. Stuckert 
were appointed a committee to conduct Mr. 
Taylor to the chair. 
After thanking the 


audience for Ihe honor conferred upon him, 
Mr. Taylor said that he had been on the 
Sick list for about ten days and did not 
expect 10 be able to be present at this meet- 
ing.

important gatherings held for a long lime in 
this vicinity. Generally it is not men but 
government measures, tariff, finance, etc., 
thai are to be discussed, but in this instance 
there is no differences as to the questions at 
issue, for on that point happily all Ifepubli- 
cans as well as the two candidates for the 
United States Senate are in perfect accord, 
but under all the circumstances, Hon. John 
Wttiiamaker seems an ideal candidate and it 
is seldom this or any other State has an 
opportunity of sending as Representative a 
business man, so thoroughly equipped foi 
the position—a self made man, commencing 
at the very bottom and"rising by his own 
individual exertion to great eminence, with 
not only a State but a National reputation, 
and it might be added with a name not 
unfamiliar but favorably known in foreign 
lands from his position as Post Master 
General.

—Judge Yerkes has appointed a commit- 


tee consisting of Hon. B. F, Gilkeson, Dr 
John B. Chapin, Hon. Charles H. Stinson, 
Dr. Frank Swartzlander, J. Johnson Beans 
and Henry W. Comfort, to inquire into the 
mental condition of the Bucks eounty crimi- 
nals in the Eastern Penitentiary, 
In 


making this appointment Judge Yerkes puts 
on record some very pregnant observations 
on ihe duty of the State to its criminal in- 
sane. 
That duty is double, the State being 


bound to consider both the welfare of the 
prisoner and the safety of society. 
The 


distinction between the degenerates who are 
responsible criminals and the degenerates 
who are both irresponsible and dangerous, 
is often a very fine one and hard to deter- 


1 mine. The safety of society requires that 


dangerous degenerates shall be kept where 
they can do no harm, whether their danger- 
ous disposition is due to mental weakness or 
natural depravity. 


That insane criminals should necessarily 


be placed in a different institution from 
that in which dangerous criminals not insane 
are confined seems to be doubted by Judge 
Yerkes. There can be no question that 
insane criminals should not be placed where 
they will be any less certainly restrained of 
their liberty than in a penitentiary. 
Judge 


Yerkes fears that dangerous insane criminals 
would not be secure in insane hospitals, and 
that their presence (here would be pre- 
judicial to the other inmates. 


is wanted can be found among them. -

The Owncru' Rights. 


The Superior Court ot Pennsylvania de- 


cides tint tree owners have some rights. 
The employes of a telegraph company which 
had a line crossing the land of Dr. John 
Marshall, in Bucks county, entered upon 
that land to add new cross-bars and wires 
to the poles. 
To facilitate such additions 


they cut down a large number of fine trees 
growing on Dr. Marshall's place. 
The men 


were arrested, and for this wanton destruc- 
tion were fined §i>0 each, and in default of 
payment to imprisonment for fifty clays. 
They appealed, alleging that the destruction 
of these trees was necessary to the opera- 
tion of the telegraph line. 
The Superior 


Dourt of Pennsylvania has 
affirmed 
the 


Bucks county sentences and the men will 
have to pay the fine or go (o jail. 


This punishment, however, is wholly in- 


adequate to this oflense, which was gross. 
Some sixty odd ornamental trees were de- 
stroyed and others mutilated. 
There could 


no justification for such wanton destruc- 


ion of perhaps the chief ornament and at- 
^njitiftti^ofl—r-&*.—.--— tfiaue. jnity cla'ys im- 
prisonment v,-oufd be small retribution for 
mch an irreparable wrong. Several years 
confinement under the cellular and solitary 
ystem of the Eastern Penitentiary, just 
now the subject of judicial criticism, would 
more nearly fit this outrageous and nideteu- 
ible crime. 
If the tree destruction in tlii* ca»e had 


icon kept within somewhat nailower limits, 
>robobly no appeal would have been made 
o the courts for redress. 
Injuries of this 


:ind are flagrant, but are for the most part 
borne in sileice. The powerful corpora- 
ions which string wires either for trolley, 
elegraph or [telephone purposes assume 
hat they have the right to destroy every- 
hing that interferes with a straight course 
or the wires, and the helpless citizen whose 
rees are destroyed, does not know but 
hat the conipany has all the legal rights it 
resumes to exercise. 
This is a proper subject for legislation.

Society Like the St. Cecilia Club of ton- 


don to Be Formed—A Medico Munlcal 
Million to Be Established— Same Recent 
Experiment* Abroad and Here. 


Preparations are under way In New York 


city for an important experiment in raed- 
loal treatment by sound vibrations. The 
power of music to soothe Is so universally 
known as to have found expression In an 
•dage. Recently It has been scientifically 
determined that music has also the power 
to heal. 


Several years ago the St. Cecilia society 


was organized In London for a practical 
test of the effect of music upon certain 
forms of nervous disorder. Its membership 
was made up of prominent physicians and 
sillied musicians—the former to direct and 
tho latter to execute. The success of the 
experiment Is a matter of history. 


Gradually the Idea has been developed 


among medical men here that a similar aid 
to the treatment of nervous troubles was 
possible. 
Several prominent physicians 


have taken the matter np, and plans are 
under discussion which promise the speedy 
organization of an American St. Cecilia. 


Recent remarkably successful experi- 


ments by Professors Tarohanofl of St. 
Petersburg, Mosso of Turin and Tore of 
Paris have rekindled Interest In sound vi- 
bration as a mndloal agent, and a practical 
application of the science as now proposed 
has met with cordial approval here. 


foremost among the scientific men In- 


terested in this movement is Dr. Frederick 
Peterson, a neurologist. "I sia not aa yet 
in a position to announce the actual or- 
ganization of tha wedioomusical society," 
sold he, "but there Is every prospect that 
the coming year will see It in operation. 


"Four years ago, when the theory of 


sound vibration as a remedial agent in cer- 
tain forms of sickness was in Its infancy, 
the St Cecilia club was organized ID Lon- 
don. Its purpose was to test the effect of 
muslo npon the sick, and its membership 
was recruited from the ranks of science 
and society. 


"Later Professor Turchanoff made his 


experiments, and there now remains no 
doubt as to the accuracy of his theory. I 
am ardently fn favor of the organization of 
a club In this city to be modeled after the 
St. Cecilia. 


"Sound vibrations in musiocertainly act 


in a marked way upon certain forms of 
disease. For example, cases of insomnia, 
no matter how severe, are Invariably re- 
lieved. Music also acts with surprising ef- 
fect upon mild forms of insanity, particu- 
larly In that form known as melancholia. 


"In short, there are great forces ID mu- 


sic which can bo utilized for the relief of 
disease and human suffering. 


"All this will be readily understood by 


any one who stops to think. We all know 
how lively muslo dispels despondency. Ev- 
ery soldier will testify to the inspiring in- 
Quenee of music In war. This, scientifical- 
ly considered, means simply that sound vi- 
brations act directly upon the nerves. 


'TarchanofT clearly demonstrates the 


Tact that n lively melody touches exotto 
motor nerves, Increasing the vitality of the 
nearer. Melancholy music, on the con- 
trary, acts upon the inhibitory nerves, de- 
creasing vitality and engendering mental 
depression. 
" There in a nutshell you have the science 


of sound vibration as applied to medical 
treatment. It is for the application of this 
science that an organization such as the 
proposed society is all essential." 


Mindful of the importance of first class- 


musical support, the promoters ofi the 
scheme have not been idle 
It is w.i<l that 


at least a dozen men and woman promi- 
nent In the musical' world, aftmd. ready to 
co-operate. 


One of Professor Tard^aneff's latest ex- 


periments illustrates the {act that tho pro- 
posed mission will have to select its 
with Rclpjftlflc c»Te,. 


"n th,ig.exper^ineut the ergograph, a won- 


derful Hwe contrivance, tho invention of 
prqfeBgp^^ossQ, was used. This, applied 
f> &« muscles of the hand and arm, in- 
duces extreme fatigue, which at the same 
time It measures. 


The subject of Professor Tarohanoff's 


test first submitted his hand to the ergo- 
graph. 
Then the real experiment began. 


A lively air was rendered by a skilled harp- 
ist seated near the subject Almost Instant- 
ly the tired muscles regained their full 
vigor. Fatigue vanished as It, by raagie. 


Again the experiment was repeated, a 


mandolin being used instead of a harp, and 
with the same invigorating effect. 
But 


when a 'cello was substituted for the light- 
er Instruments the subject's fatigued arm 
became almost powerless, and his vitality 
decreased to a marked extent. 


So it will be seen that the science qf» 


medico sound vibration demands disariml- 
natlon in the selection of instruments us 
well as of melodies. 


When the proposed me^wo, musical so- 


ciety is farmed, the the,p£j£s.of TacchnnaS 
and his scientific qpndjntore will Urns re- 
ceive tho first thopHj^jtijt^st in this coun- 
try. 


Several, years-ago, a similar effort was 


made ojiikirnich smaller scale than the one 
ornpopod'. 
Two or throe physicians com- 


bined to test tho medical efficacy of music, 
and, some interesting facts were demon- 
strated before the experimenters abandoned 
the project 
Curious experiments were 


made at that time among the insane pa- 
tients on Randall's island. 


four hundred women were congregated 


in the main hull of the asylum and sub7 
jected to a single strain of piano music for 
half an hour. 
The general effect was to 


raise the pulse and create restlessness. 


Individual tests showed odd results. In 


the cose of a patient afflicted with molan,-,. 
cholia the playing' of "Home, Swee*, 
Home," invariably brought her fj her 
knees In an ecstasy of devotion. Music 
acted on another case, one of acute mania, 
to elevate the pulse from 78 to 106, a.1- 
tjiough the patient Betrayed no outward 
sign of excitement

case.

labor to get to it, but once there the hunter 
will get his game nine times out of ten.

Authorizing the Construction and Opcra- 


ation by the Bristol and Trenton Passen- 
ger Railway Company upon Kndcdiflb and 
Mill Streets, from Ihe intersection of Kud- 
clitFe Street with the Borough line to tho 
intersection of Mill Street with Bath 
Street, of a Passenger Railway to be Op- 
erated by Electrical Power, and Defining 
tlie Conditions upon winch Consent (o the 
same is given. 


The Burner and Council ot* the Borough ol 
Bristol do oulaiu: 


SKOTKJN I. That from and after the passage 
of this ordinance, the Hiistoi and Trenton Pass- 
enger Hallway Company may, In acumdnnco 
v> itii and stuctly Milject to the terms, conditions

CHRISTMAS CHARITIES. 


'N THE DAYS OF QUEEN BESi 


•Generosity to the Toor Was Customary In 


Yo Ol doll Tyine. 


At Dray ton Beuuclminp, in BucMng- 


hnmshiro, tbore was a curious custom 
known as ''Stophoning." It was the an- 
cient prac'tico of tlio inhabitants of the vil- 
lage to repair to tho rectory on St. 
Stephen's day, tho day immediately follow- 
ing Christmas, and eat ns much bread and 
choose ns they chose and driuk as much 
tile as they thought proper afc tho expense 
of tlio rector. 
The custom gave rise to so 


ranch rioting that he discontinued it and 
clistiibutod un annual sum of money in- 
stead. In the olden time it was the custom 
of tho rector of GJroat Barr in Staffordshire 
on every Christmas day to give to nil per- 
Bons culling at his house as much bread, 
beef, mustiiid and vinegar as thoy could 
cat. A money payment is now mado in 
place of the eatables. 
Tho inhabitants of 


North Clifton were formerly free from ferry 
d aes, and in consequence the ferryman and 
his dog were! indulged with a dinner each, 
at the vicar's at Christmas. The ferryman 
also on that day recoUed of the Inhabitants 
a prime loaf of bmid. 


There is a very pleasant custom connect- 


ed with tho parish of Cumnorin Berkshire, 
tho church of which ia a vicarage and a 
beautiful specimen of the venerable pa- 
rochial edi/'ices of tlint kind in England. 
On Christmas dayaftereveningservioo the 
parishioners who are liable to pay any 
tithes repair to tho vicarage and are thero 
entertained with bread, choose and ale. It 
is no benofaotion on the part of the vicar, 
but claimed as a right on the part of tho 
parishioners, anil u\ en the quantity of good 
tilings which tho vicar brings forward is 
specified. Ho m list have four bushelsof malt 
browed into ale inicl sniiill beer, two bushels 
of wheat imulu into broad and half a hun- 
dredweight of cheese, and whatever re- 
mains unconsnmed by tho vicarage payers 
is distributed next day after morning pray- 
ers among the poor. 


Thero was a very curious custom ob- 


served at Pacldiugton church, in London, 
which partake1! of tho character of Christ- 
mas charity. At 8 o'clock on the morning 
of the Sunday before Christmas it was usu- 
al to tJirow ii qtmntlty of broad and choose 
from tho steeplo of tho church among the 
populace. TLe assemblage on the occasion 
was generally immense, and a great scram- 
ble took place. The custom had its origin 
in tho will of two poor sisters, who, travel- 
ing to LondoTi to claim an estate, in which 
they succeeded, and being much distressed, 
w«re first relieved in Paddington. The 
custom was kept up until a few years 
since, when a less objectionable niocle was 
adopted for the distribution of this charity. 
It is given in bruul unil coul by the minis- 
tor and parish officers to tlio poor of the 
District. — Selected.

This 
done, thoy tie about either legge twenty or 
fourtie hollos, with riche handkerchiefs in 
their handes, and sometimes braide across 
over their shoulders and neokes, borrowec 
for the most part of their prettier Mopsies 
and loving Bessios.

punch bowl is filled with the soup and 
stands upon a side table during the day. 
In all woll regulated Russian households 
thero is also found upon the same table a 
roasted pig, dressed with boiled buck- 
wheat, or kasobe, as it is called, mingled 
with the liver, heart and other edible ad- 
juncts of the animal. This pig is especial- 
ly raised and killed for Christmas day. It 
weighs never more than seven or eight 
pounds. 


Accompanying those there is the pasca, 


a mixture of white cheese, cream, butter, 
sugar and raisins, which arn all placed to- 
gether in a wooden bowl and allowed to 
stand for S4 hours. 
There is also the 


koulische, a cake plentifully filled with 
raisins, and then, as a little side dish, are 
tho varicolored eggs that all good Russians 
arc expected to eat with salt that has been 
puriiied by roasting. Tho evening meal is 
composed of great dishes of sausages and 
immense joints of roasted veal, which, to- 
gether with the black bread peculiar to the 
country, is eagerly devoured and washed 
down with plentiful libations of koumiss 
and vodka,—New York World.

In Japan* 


It may seem to tin Americans with our 


preconceived notions that it is hardly worth 
while to celebrate a Christmas without the 
blazing Yule log, or the Christmas tree, 
or mistletoe and holly, or one and all ol 
the accompaniments of that season that 
have become apart and parcel of our bring- 
ing np. Yet the majority of the -37,000 
Christianized natives of the Island King- 
dom, 
in their "artless, Japanese way, find 


pleasure enough in observing the day ia a 
manner that would make us think that 
the seasons had beon turned topsy turvy, 
and our civilization along with them. 


The Japs work all day Christmas be- 


cause that is their busiest time of year. It 
is the season when trade is the most active 
and the export traffic at its height Church- 
going and holiday making are therefore 
deferred until evening. In the meantime 
the churches are trimmed by the women 
and made veritable bowers of flowers, for 


• December in the greater portion of Japan 
is a genial month, and flowers ara so cheap 
that enough wagon loads of blossoms and 
greenery to trim Barnum's circus tent can 
be bought for 110. 


AH Japanese seem to possess the urtistlo 


instinct in a high degree, and the women 
are no exception. 
Of course they chat 


and gossip in a lively fashion, just as our 
own women do, while their nimble fingers 
are at work tying and bunching together 
the camellias, chrysanthemums and roses 
that are lying around them In huge piles. 
Their ideas of color effects In church deco- 
ration are different from ours, and per- 
haps more correct. 
Instinctively they 


seem 60 realize that white is the emblem 
of purity and green the color of nature; so 
white and pale yellow flowers are imposed 
against backgrounds of solid green leafage, 
Into which are interwoven branches of 
dwarf orange trees with the ripe, yellow1 
fruit upon them. 


After church comes the Christmas din- 


ner, though it is as unlike our own feasts 
as one can well imagine. 
Turkeys have 


been introduced into Japan from this 
country, and the goose they have had with 
them always. But chicken and duck are 
the poultry delicacies held In highest 
esteem, though fish in various forms is 
the principal feature of tb«) meal. 
The 


fowls are boiled and served out up in small 
pieces mixed with rice, lily bulbs, mush- 
rooms, cabbage root, onions or other vege- 
tables in the form of salmis or stows. The 
fl&h arc also boiled and served whole. 


Boasting and frying are unknown to 


Japanese cookery, for all food among the 
milk and file of the nation is eaten with 
chopsticks.

century one of the strangest of popular 
follies took possession of the usually posi- 
tive and hard headed Dutch. 
AtSbflt pe- 


riod Holland had grown from small! begin- 
nings Into riches and luxury. With a tasta 
for vivid colors, the merchant&of Uuarism 
began to center their afliniratlon upon 
tulips. 
Gardens were laid out,.now varie- 


ties sought, emulation became rjfe and a 
mania spread over the peoplw. New forms, 
shades or combinations wer.e introduced 
Into the market, and fortunes,were made 
nnd spent on those lowjy flowers. Bulbs 
reached fabulous prices, and the onlysimi- 
lur craze <n more Decent, times eeoms to 
liave Ixjeiv the sal.e of tho famous peach- 
blow vase, tu Jlew'York city at tne.Mor- 
gan sale. 
This l«ttert however, was con- 


lluod to a few connoisseurs, while the tulip 
orazo swept nn gntlre slow going, practical 
Dutch community, 


On» bulb of choice variety was equiva- 


lent to a competence for an entire family, 
whereas In Haarlem living was cheap. In 
a, contiguous city for one plant was given 
a carts of grain, 4 carts of barley, 4 oxen, 
12 sheep, 3 c.isks of wine, 4 casks of beer 
1,000 
pound? of cheese, a complete suit of 


fine clothing and a silver goblet. Another 
bulb was gold for 13,000 florins or about 
t5,200 of our money. 


Onco there was iu Haarlem left only two 


bulbs of a certain prized variety. 
For one 


was offered nnd refused the equivalent in 
our currency of $1,8-10, besides a splendid 
coach and pair with their trappings. An- 
other refusal was of 13 acres of valuable 
land. 
On the registers of another city to- 


flay can be seen the record of the sale of 120 
tulips for tlis benefit of an orphanage, 
which brought in the amazing sum of—In 
our country—$36,000. 
The spread of thin 


craze Is a si udy in psychology. Finally, 
when gambling in tulips began, when 
brokers bought and sold "long" and 
"short," tho government decreed that 
debts contracted should be exacted in the 
usual manner. Soon thereafter prices sud- 
denly loll, and the mania died a natural 
death.—Philadelphia Tinios.

STEWAKTANp SHAEP 


A CHAPTER FROM THE HISTORY OF 
THE BROADWAY STREET RAILWAY. 


How tlie Orcat Dry Glooda Itlercli^Tlt Out- 


witted Some of N,uw York's Smartest 
liooillers—Tlie Story as Told By an'Bz- 
Mayor \Vho Wns Itt the Fight. 


Daniel P. Tiomann, New York's oldest 


living former ninyor, cow 91 years old, 
was speaking the other day lit his home In 
Audubon Park of tho great dry goods mer- 
chant, Aloxiindor T. Stewart. 
He had 


been talkiug of thn development of the city 
through tho instrumentality of surfaco 
Tullrond lines, tind particularly of tlie 
stnigglo carried on for decades by Jacob 
Sharp for the acquisition ol a franchise for 
n horse car lino in Broadway. Connecting 
the two traiut) of thought, Mr. Tieinanu 
«uid: 


"Mr. Stewart was a bitter nnd pro- 


nounced opponent of Mr. Sharp in the let- 
ter's (nidoiivnrs to got n rnilroad into 
Broadway. Tho first clinch between them 
came in 18B3, when I vsiis n member of the 
"board of uUlormen, 
Tho question of a 


grant of Uioimnchise for tho proposed rail- 
road in Broadway came up before the 
board. I was opposad to a road In that 
thoroughfare. It seemed, however, to have 
boon (ill arranged thut the resolution in 
favor of the road fchonld bo rushed through. 
.Tnst before tho vote was taken a man 
leaned over tlis desk and said, 'I will give 
Ihe city $1,000,000 for that franchise or 
870,000 a year for it in perpetuity.' 
The 


rate of interest was thou 7 per cent. I said 
to him as I rose and pointed to my desk: 
'Plejse Eit down there and embody that 
proposition in writing.' The man did so. 
Tho Duma signed to tlie offer was that oi 
A. T. Stewart. 
I had never soon him be- 


fore. 


"I immediately ai'oae and announced to 


tho board thnfe I had an offer in writing 
for the'francliiso nt $1,000,000, or 870,000 
annually. 
Cries of '"Who is it?1 came from 


several members of tho board immediate- 
ly. 'A. T. Stewart,' I answered. 
Then 


there \vas ,t big commotion. Those who 
thought they had tho thing all slated to 
go tSiro'ngh wore thrown into a state of 
consternation. 
Immediately ono of their 


number moved to adjourn, and adjourn 
they did, to get their breath, I suppose, 


"After the adjournment Mr. .Stewart 


came to me, and Baying ho know nothing 
oi such matters, asked my advice as to 
what coarse to pursue, 
I told him to 


•wait until ho heard from- me, and when 
tlie mutter wns to coma up~a£riiin I would 
send for him, and th.it jthun he should 
Imve a carriage waiting in Chuinber%street 
flnd should oomo into tho boardroom and 
wait for a signal from mo, ami when he 
got the signal to drive to the mayor's 
house—Mr. \Vestorvolt was then mayor— 
and tnko him uwuy niiil keep him out un- 
til 2 or 8 o'clock the next morning. 
Mr. 


Stewart snld ha would follow my instruc- 
tions. 
" Ten days before the expiration of the 


year the franchise question was to be 
brought up again. It had been kept quiet 
and apparently-dropped, so that itoould be 
rushed through ut tlie last moment. The 
men who wero engineering the job knew 
that tbo mayor, if ho did not sign tlie reso- 
lution, would lot it become a law without 
his signature upon the expiration of the 
ten days. 
The manager of the scheme for 


tlie railroad company had been shrewd 
enough to tnko in somo men who were 
close friends of the mayor, and he had told 
me that ho could not afford to antagonize 
these friends by vetoing the measure. He 
told, mo, however, that he would take a 
ridelwith Mr. .Stewart if ho should call. 
You see, tho point I was aiming at was to 
provont tho measure, when passed by the 
board, from reaching the mayor until the 
following clay, so that it coulil not be be- 
fore him (or ton days before the expiration 
of-tho term of offico of ttia existing hoard, 
and this would throw the whole thing 
over, to bo taken up by tlie next board of 
aldcvmor. 1 had found out what the plan 
of the manipulators of tho seheme was, 
and I was rn-epared for tho emergency. 


"When the day came, Mr. Stewart was 


on hand. At tbo proper timo I gave him 
tho signal, and away he wont 
As he aft 


erward told mo, lie jumped into his car- 
riage and was driven to this mayor's house. 
The mayortwas not at home, but had loft 
word that Vie could be found at his broth- 
er-in-law's house. 
Away went Mr. Stew- 


art in hot pnrsuit. As hedrove away from 
Mr. Wostorvolb's house another carriage 
was driven rapidly up. Mr. Stewart sus- 
pected something, and away he went at 
full speed. 
Ho found the mayor nt hie 


brother-iu-lnw's house, got him into hie 
carriage and drove off at, a furious pace. 
As he drove awaytiie same carriage he had 
seen cii ivo up to the mayor's house once 
more appeared, and some one jumped out 
«ud hastened into the house as Mr. Stew- 
art passed from sight. 
The man in the 


second carriage had the nldormanic resolu- 
tion in favor of tho railroad franchise in 
his pookot, and ho was doing his best to 
get itintoMayorWestervelc's hands before 
midnight. 


'' Mr. Stewart took the mayor away and 


kept him away until the wee, sma' hours 
of tho next day. 
And so he killed the 


scheme that year. Various attempts were 
made to get tho road-in to Broadway from 
that time on, but the best that Mr. Sharp 
could do was to got the old Broadway and 
Seventh Avenue railroad route, which left 
Broadway at Union square and went down 
University place. It was not until Mr. 
Sharp had got tho general surface railroad 
law of 1884 passed, under which a special 
commission of three could be appointed by 
the general term of the scpreme court to 
pass on the advisability of the granting of 
the franchise after a failure to obtain a 
majority interest of property owners along 
the proposed route, that he secured the 
franchise for the Broadway Surface Rail- 
road company between Union square and 
the South ferry. 
But sineo this approval 


of the railroad, sustained by the general 
term, required also the consent of the 
mayor and the common council, the fran- 
chise was not perfected until the famous 
'boodle' board of aldermen 
had 
made 


Borne history for themselves and had laid 
the rails, (ia it were, on which some of 
them rode to Sing Sing prison."—New 
York Tribune.

Only last summer a gentle- 
man, who was on the following day to 
have starti d on a mountaineering tout 
through Switzerland, wont to a big Lon- 
don insurance company to go through the 
final formalities and get his policy. This 
was dono, mid lie loft tho office, which is 
situated in a thoroughfare where the traffic 
is serioufcJj congested. 
Turning straight 


out of the office, without looking whero 
ho was going, ho run into tho horse of a 
hansom, bj which he was knocked down 
and fatally injured. 


A strango case, illustrative of tho value 


of nowspupor insurance, which has become 
popular of recent years in England, was 
that of a country carpenter. Ho had just 
knocked oil work near n station and was 
loitering about talking to the porters, 
when a tram came in and stopped. From 
one of tho ( oinpartmonts directly opposite 
tho carpont T a gentleman alighted, leav- 
ing a paper upon tho seat. The man men- 
tioned tlio i:i-.ct to him, and, being Informed 
that it was no longer wanted, ho took po°- 
scssion of t for himself to read ovor his 
evening pipe. He put it in his pocket, 
and after a fwo more remarks to the per 
ters went o T homo, making his way along 
the railroad, whioh in the country is a 
much inori' common thing than is sup- 
posed.
